DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant filed a response to the Final Action of July 8, 2010 on November 8, 
2010. Claims 3, 4, 7-11 are cancelled. Claims 1,5, 12 are amended. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 12-19, drawn to a transgenic mouse comprising a recombinant 
mouse GAMP gene, a part of a transgenic mouse, a cell obtained from said mouse, and 
a metliod of producing high-affinity antibody comprising using said mouse, are under 
consideration.

Applicant's arguments, see page 5 of Applicant's response, filed November 8, 
2010, with respect to the rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 12-19 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Applicant has amended the claims. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 
6, 12-19 is withdrawn .
